M. Bickford, as a_ representative 
Clark, and his support solicited for the 
latter. The witness stated that in an- 
other conversation with Bickford, a week 
or go prior to the meeting of the legisla- 
ture, the latter had offered him $t0,000 
if he would. withdraw from the contest 
for the speakership and support Clark 
for the senatorship. Objection be a= 
made here that Bickford’s agency was 
not shown, Mr.’ Edmunds said it would 
be conclusively shown that ‘Bickford 
was the general agent for Clark and that 
he had full power and plenty of money 
to act for him.” Stiff also detailed a 
conversation with Mr. A. B. Cook, former 
state auditor, who had offered him $20,000 
to vote for Clark.

Dne of the suggestions made at the se- 
eret caucus of the council Friday morn- 
ing at the mayor’s office was that the tax 
assessors of the city raise the assessments 
on prcperty sufficiently’ to $75, 000 
to meet the requirements for schools, wa- 
ter mains and 

James L. Harrison, one of the tax as- 
Bessors was called into the caucus and 
asked if this plan was feasible. He stated 
very plainly that it was not. 

A representative of The Constitution 
asked the assessors yesterday how they 
stood in regard to such a plan. 

“IT should not for a moment entertain a 
Ercrposition to raise money that way,” 
said Assessor Harrison. “We have al- 
ready assessed the property in six wards 
to the very best of our ability and we 
start in the seventh ward next week. The 
assessments altogether as they 
should be, some property is assessed too 
high and some too low. We know that, 
but it takes six months to g¢o around all 
these blocks and place a 
property, and it is a matter that cannot 
be kept exactly equable with the fluc- 
tuvating’ values of property. 

To secure $75,000 would require a raise of 
$6,000,000 ‘on the assessment of property. | 
It would not be.right and I would not 
do it.” 

In reply to an inquiry, he said that if 
council tried to force him to do it he 
would resign his position rather than take 
He said, however, that there 
was-no likelihood of council adopting any 
such measure as it was manifestly 
wrong, he declared. 

Other Assessors Object. 

Assessor Charles D. Meador said that 
he felt sure council would make no such 
move as trying to augment its revenue 
by raising the assessments on property, 

“To raise the amount desired by council 
would necessitate an increase of $6,000,000 
cn property. 1am decidedly opposed to 
going out indiscriminately and shoulder- 
ing this on the people. I shall be glad 
to correct any unjust assessment that has 
been made, but we have tried to do our 
best. 

“As an example, showing that we have 
not assessed all property too low, there 
Wwas a sale of a brick house on Houston 
street, near the center of the city, yes- 
terddy. We had assessed the house at 
$16,000. It sold for $12,250 cash. There is 
an instance where the assessment was 
more than the market value of the prop- 
erty. We have tried to be fair and impar- 
tial, and where the assessment has been 
made I shall stand by it unless it is 
pointed out that the assessment is either 
too high or too Jow, when I shall be glad 
to correct it.’’

WORK OF THE WOMAN'S 
CO-OPERATIVE HOME 


That the Woman's Co-operative Home, 
Organized and established in the city about 
&@ year ago, has proved a success in every 
Way is evinced by the report of the offl- 
cers rendered at the annual] mecting of 
the members of the association last Tues- 
day morning. At that meeting officers for 
the ensuing year were elected. They were 
as follows: : 

Mrs. Porter King, president; Mrs. H. E. 
W. Palmer, first vice president; Mrs, R, T. 
Dorsey, second vice president; Mrs, Jo- 
seph Raines, corresponding secretary; 
Wirs Robert Zahner, recording secretary, 
Mrs. J. W. Hurt, assistant recording sec- 
retary; Mrs. Sam Wilkes, treasurer, and 
Mrs. Joseph Morgan, auditor, 

According to the report of the treasurer 
the cash on hand May 10, 4899, amount- 
ed to $151.08, while the total income from 
the home during the year was $1,208.50, 
and the money received in the way of do- 
hations amounted to $1,014.13. The total! 
amount for the running expenses of the 
institution amounted to $2,374, The report 
also shows that the running expenses 
amounted to $1,426.86, which was only 
$218.06 in excess of the income derived 
from the home, thus” showing that the 
institution was practically seif-supporting. 
The repairs, furnishings, rent and other 
expenses since the opening of the home 
have amounted to $8388.07, leaving a casn 
balance in the treasury for this year of 
$59.07. 

Mrs. Porter King, president of the asso- 
clation, in her ‘report, tells of the many 
Obsiacies successtully met in the estab- 
lishment of the home for women, and 
gives some interesting facts in regard luo 
the institution, The report praises the 


‘ladies of the organizatiog who have been 


busy with the affairs of the home, and 
who, to quote ithe report, are due we 
honor of the success of the hume. 

The report calls attention to the fact 
that many of the members of the asso- 
Clation have not displayed ihe interest lM 
the institution that wags expected of them, 
but looks forward to the ensuing yea ex- 
petcing that the entire membersnip of the 
association Will assist in making the home 
more of a success, 

According to the president's state- 
ment seventy-eight : women have been 
assisted by the home and the greatest 
humber Ol guests at any one Ume Was 
thirty-two. ‘here are now twenty-one at 
the home, and of this number four are in 
the old ladies’ depariment. 

Mrs, King speaks of the aims and pur- 
poses of the home for women and sets 
torth the history of the institution -briefly 
but succinctly. She explains. that the 
home was established in the interest of 
Old ladies who were alone in the world 
and without assistance and for the young 


working women of the city earning small 
Salaries, 
‘LaeSe latter, upon payment of a small 


Summ monthly, have had the ‘benefit of a 
comfortable home and excellent influence 
and in this way aione the home hag ac- 
complished great and lasting good. A num- 
ber of old ladies have been taken care of 
during the past nine monWs and given 
every possible attention, Where the 
BuestS have been unable to pay for board 
Oh account of sickness or loss of position, 
the institution has insisted upon them re- 
maining at the home without charge un- 
tii they have recovered and secured oth- 
er employment, 

it is beiieved that during 1900 the re- 
ceipts will be considerably larger than 
during the first year of the home and 
that when the officers’ reports are ren- 
dered at the next annual meeting of the 
association it will be found that the in- 
Stitution ig self-supporting and has a 
comfortable margin in the treasury, 

One of the reports sets forth that the 
only outstanding indebtedness of the home 
is $300, advanced by a member and pgy- 
able only when the association finds it 
convenient to do so. It is expected that 
this debt will be paid off in a short time. 

The following letters from those who 
have been at the home tell briefly of the 
benefits derived:

Bibb County Republicans To Hold a 
Meeting This Week—Object 
of It—Other News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—The Price 
library is now ready for the public and 
it doors will soon be thrown open, the ex- 
act date to be decided upon later. The 
work of bringing this institution into ex- 
istence has proved an almost herculean 
task, but by continual, perseverance on 
the part of its directors it has at last been 
accomplished. 

The building. which was donaited by Mr. 
T. J. Carling, of Macon, is located on the 
corner of First and Arch streets on an 
elevation which shows it off to a great ad- 
vantage. It is built of brick and is two 
stories in height, which gives ample ac- 
commodation not only for the reading 
100m, but for a school room, which will be 
operated free to all who desire to learn. 

The building is entered from Arch 
street. The reading rooms take upall 
the room on the first floor and are reached 
through a small vestibule in which are 
also stairs leading to the second floor. 
Book shelves have been placed al] around 
the wall on each side and already they 
have been stored with hundreds of rare 
volumes, which have been contributed to 
the library from people in all parts of the 
world. 

On ithe right of this room stands a large 
bookcase in which the sender has either 
inscribed his name or some original Sianza 
appropriate to the occasion, Among this 
collection are autographs of the leading 
American and some of the foremost peo- 
ple of the English nation. Besides the lit- 
erary Value of the books these autographs 
are in themselves very valuable and w™ 
be preserved with particular care by the 
librarian, 

The chief idea of the establishment of 
this library has been to provide a means 
by which the working classes of Macon 
might secure the literary advantages 
which they are now denied. This plan has 
been carried out to the letter’ and the li- 
brary will give to these people the oppor- 
tunity of acquainting themselves with lit- 
erature in any form that they may desire. 

In addition to this rare collection of an- 
cient and modern literature in the book 
form, all of the leading daily papers and 
weekly and monthly pefriodicais will be'on 
file in this lbrary. Many of these have 
already ‘been contributed and are already 
coming, while others have been premised 
and will begin to arrive as soon as tthe 
library has been tormally opened, 

The school will’ be started immediately 
in the second story of the library building, 
and will be open to all classes of working 
people who desire fo learn, and will be 
conducted umder , they auspices of the 
Young Ladies’ Hebrew Society of Macon. 
The classes will meet-three times a week, 
while the other three nights will be de- 
voted to study, The neeessary books will 
be furnished free of any cost whatever. 

The directors of the institution have re- 
ceived many congratulations on the suc- 
cess of their undertaking, and it is the 
consensus of opinion that it will do much 
Tor not only the laboring classes, but for 
the citizens of Macon as a whole.

Brunswick, Ga., January 6.—(Spectal.) 
Brunswick’s smallpox cases are well fn 
hand and the authorities 1 
the most vigorous and active steps to 
confine the Acting under iIn- 
structions from Mayor Atkinson, Assist- 
ant Chief of Police Levison has corralled 
the negroes Known to have been in Hell’s 
Half Acre with. in the past few days 
and the police force now has about forty 
in one of the buildings in the Acre.

“In order to give the public the exact 
truth in regard to the condition of small- 
pox in this city, I will state that during 
the past two weeks there have appeared 
altogether ten cases, most of this nym- 
ber within the past few days, and all 
were from one locality. There are no 
white persons among the number. The 
cases have been carried to the pesthouse 
and the persons most exposed have been 
pflaced under quarantine, so that there is 
little, if any, danger of infection among 
the whites. The cases are of mild char- 
acter and no deaths have occurred. 
Vaccination is recommended.

HEADQUARTERS TO BE ESTABLISHED 


Five Aiternates Are Appointed To 
Take Place of Those Commis- 
sioners Who Will Return 
Before the Close of 
‘the Exposition. 


Governor Candler appointed yesterday 
five commissioners for Georgia to the 
Paris exposition of 1900 pursuant to the 
resolution adopted at the last session of 
the legislature. The positions as the ac- 
credited representatives of the state were 
widely sought for and the applications 
on the executive desk came from every 
section of Georgia. 

Atlanta is represented on the board of 
commissioners by James W. English, Jr., 
who contemplates spending several weeks 
in Paris while the exposition {is in prog- 
ress. The chairman of the board is Hon. 
J. Lindsay Johnson, of Rome, the author 
of the resolution and one of the most 
earnest advocates of the representation 
of this state at the coming exposition. 
Representative Johnson was prevailed 
upon by Governor Candler to accept the 
post, but he has not determined yet at 
what time he will leave for Europe. The 
other members of the commission are 
ion. Seaton Grantland, of Spaulding 
county: Hon, B. A. Denmark, of Chat- 
ham, and Colonel] C. 8S. Webb, of Clarke. 

It is expected that plior to the opening 
of the Paris exposition in April the mem- 
bers of the Georgia commission will hold 
a meeting and determine what steps are 
to be taken toward~ establishing head- 
quarters for the state. The headquarters 
will be established with: other. state 
apartments in the United States building 
as space has already been granted for 
this purpose by Ferdinand W. Peck, the 
commissioner general of the United 
States. 

Alternates Are Appointed. 

In order ‘to insure representation for this 
state during the whore of the exposition 
it was ‘the opinion of Governor Candler 
that alternates should be named to rank 
according to their appointment and to 
take the place of the regular commis- 
sioners in case of their return to the 

_United States. It is probable that none 
of the commissioners will. be able to stay 
in Paris during the entire progress of the 
exposition, and as fast as ‘they leave 
their places. will be taken by the alter- 
nates that have been named. The first 
alternate named by the governor is Don- 
ald Harper. of Rome, who for a number 
of years lived in. Paris. 

It is estimated that a large number of 
Georgians will visit Europe during the 
exposition and many of them will spend 
some time in Paris... In a measure the 
state will see to their protection and give 
them headquarters during their stay in 
Paris. 

No salary attaches to the office of com- 
missioner from ‘this state, and while the 
position is’ altogether an honorary one, 
it is still of no little importance, as 
the majority of Georgians who go over 
will depend to a great extent upon the 
commission and its Knowledge of the ex- 
position. 

The following is the order issued by

of the commission and their alternates:

When the boundaries of our coun- 
try were extended over contiguous 
territory, taking in people whose an- 
tecedents made them possible of as- 
similation with our own, this was 
but that natural expansion the right 
of which is admitted the world over. 
No one pretends to criticize our ac- 
quirement of French and Spanish ter- 
ritory to the west, which came to us by

Editor Constitution—I have read with _ 
siderable interest and deliberation Mr. Clar 
Howell’s address, recently delivered before the 
Independent Club of Buffalo, N. Y., and va 
sider it a masterly presentation of the fac 
constituting the “Philippine question. 

Before going into details of the subjec ‘ 
letter, I will mention what @ very — 
and distinguished philosopher said, in an if@

The highest truth he “a 
he will fearlessly utter; knowing that, le 
what may come of it, he is thus playing his 
right part in the world, knowing that if he 
can effect the change aimed at—well: if not 
well also; though not so well.”” 

If you construe aright the above lines, you 
will readily apprehend the fact that it {s not 
my intention to consume your valuable time in 
an unimportant discussion. 

How do I know that I am advocating the 
right policy if I espouse the cause of the pres- 
ent administration; or how do I know that I 
am advocating the right cause, if I oppose 
the administration’s policy? These are ques- 
tions the young man is confronted with! He 
should not be led astray by short-sighted poli- 
ticlans, by men who do not care anything about 
the ultimate destiny of the country. 

I have not, up to the present time, been 
able to obtain sufficient information concern- 
ing this important question to justify me, sat- 
isfactorily, in taking issue, either for or 
against, the present policy of the administra- 
tion. 

’ After thoroughly reading Mr. Howell's speech 
I came to the conclusion,~judging by the line 
of thought used, that he seems to have had in 
immediate view the final reconciliation of the 
north and south, and the development and 
extension of American commerce. I cannot un- 
derstand why he has departed from the long- 
established doctrine of the United States con- 
cerning non-intervention; which doctrine has 
always been considered by Georgia’s most dis- 
tinguished statesmen to be the best policy for 
us to pursue. I am unable to comprehend his 
intention for establishing a centralization of 
the legislative powers of the western half of the 
world, in the United States congress; which 
doctrine. was assiduously and antagonhistically 
opposed in the constitutional convention of 

1787, by all the eminent statesmen of the 
south, at that time. Why should we refuse 
to follow the wise and wholesome instructions 
of such distinguished forefathers? 

The great and venerated commoner, Alexan- 
der H.’Stephens, very ardently defended the 
declaration that expansion, if that {s the proper 
nomenclature to be applied to the term, will 
ultimately lead us into the uncongenial clime 
of imperialism. He also stated in the na- 
tiozal house of representatives that the annex- 
ation of Texas and the northwestern territory, 
out of which have been carved many noble 
states, would finally precipitate the country in- 
to an unholy civil war; notwithstanding there 
are assigned other Immaterial and intermediate 
causes. | 

Expansion, in my individual opinion, pro- 
duces new objects calculated to arouse cer- 
tain individuals from their political dormancy, 
that their gratifications may be satisfied by 
the obtainment of foreign governmental posi- 
tions, and various other political offices. 

I am unwilling to concede that expansion is 
one of the nscessary and inevitable results of 
material and industrial progress, until it has 
been logically demonstrated to me by satisfac- 
tory conclusions; conclusions which do not 
imply a necessary and simultaneous destruc- 
tion of our constitutional liberties. 

On February 1/2, 1847, in a speech’ delivered 
by Georgia’s greatest and most profound think- 
er, Stephens, he said, in speaking of the war 
with Mexico: ‘'Do they (the opposition) sup- 
pose the people of this country hold in such 
Slight remembrance the principles upon which 
this government is founded, as to be pre- 
pared to sustain a war waged for an object no 
higher or nobler than that which springs from 
an unholy lust for dominion and the spread 
of empire? Do they suppose this ‘country, 
which has not yet arrived to full vigor and 
manhood, has so soon forgotten the lessons of 
its early instruction, as to be ready to enter 
upon a wild career of military process which 
has been the bane of so many nations that

Advices are pouring in- 
to the agricultural aepartment that con- 
vey the information that never before in 
the history of the state has there been 
such.an increase in the grain acreage, 
especially in wheat and oats, The advice 
that has been given the farmers for 
years, to plant more, food products and 
less cotton, is seemingly bearing fruit and 
experience is teaching the Georgia: far- 
mer that he can and ought to be the most 
independent man on earth. With the in- 
crease in the grain acreage there will 
naturally be a decrease in the amount of 
cotton planted.

The city’ attorney’s opinion says that 
the mayor had no right to pardon convicts 
than $0 or sentenced for less 
days, and then adds that the 
ought not to grant the recorder's 
request unless instructed to do by 
the police board, The opinion also states 
that the recorder has no more right to or-

The opinion makes quite a lengthy doc- 
ument, the city attorney going into the 
details of the law in the Case. 

City Attorney Anderson. begins by say-

mayor's pardoning power, the section of 
the city code being as follows: 


“Section 352. The mayor, or in his ab- 


criticise. either the mayor or the re- ;

branches when they are included in 
the curriculums of the female institutes 
of the state. 

The appeal made from time 
by the women for a juvenile reformatory 
Jas been ignored, there seeming to exist 
a preference for crime’s continuance un- 
til the criminal reaches ‘tthe age when 
his value as a citizen is forever ruined 
and he is thrust into the penitentiary.

Mrs. Lindsay Johnson 
Issues an Official Letter 


Mrs, J. Lindsay Johnson, president of 
the Georgia Federatior of Clubs, has is- 
sued an official letter to the club women 
of Georgia, as follows: 5 

To the Club Women of Geotgia: At a recent 
meeting of the executive board of the Georgia 
Federation a motion was made and carried 
as follows: 

“That the executive board of the Georgia 
Federation take in charge the federation de- 
partment of their official organ, The Geéor- 
sian, with the double purpose of ‘ncreasing 
the value of the paper as a medium of commu- 
nication for the club women of the state and of 
adding to ths treasury of the Georgia Federa- 
tion.’’

‘They offered to pay him £00 a year, a sum 
he was about to refuse, as the income 
from his fellowship was sufficient for his 
needs: but his brother Charles induced 
him io accept the salary. His two mo- 
tives which he acknowleiged in sevting 
out for the new field were the wish tu 
work out His own salvation, and a de- 
sire to preach Christ to the Indians, His 
brother Charles engage% himself tu ge” 
out as priwate secretary to Governor 
Oglethorpe; and another member of the 
club, Benjamin.

€éstant annals. The attempt to reproduce 
Such a life among the colonists and sav- 
ages in the wilds of Georgia was fantastic, 
and could only end disastrously. Their 
anticipated missionary work among the 
native Indians proved an absolute fail- 
ure; their pastoral work among the _ colo- 
hists made them intensely unpopular; and 
they were both only too glad to return to 
Europe, Charles's congregation had sunk 
to* ‘two Presbyterians. and a Papist.”’ 
John Wesley, after being involved in a

Of Methodism, Charles Wesley,’’ writes 
Dr, Atkinson, ‘‘was likewise in Savannah, 
and there is reason for the belief that a 
number of his hymns were written while 
he was in America.” Lady Oglethorpe, 
while residing in the governor’s residence 
upon Jekyl island, near the coast of 
Southern Georgia, wrote to her father-in- 
law that “Charles Wesley dwells with gis 
upon the island and is zealous to sie 
the souls of the Indians who come hither 
to fish and hunt, Mr. Wesley has the gift 
of verse, and hag written many sweet 
hymns, which’ we sing.’’ That noble and 
solemn hymn, 


“Lo! on’ a nazrow neck of land, 
'Twixt two unbounded seas I stand,” 


was written by Charles Wesley on Jeky] 
isiand. He wrote from the island to Lady 
Oglethorpe, who was temporarily in Sa- 
vannah, the hisiory of the composition of 
that grand lyric: d 

“Last evening I wandered to the orth 
end of the island and stood upon the nar- 
row point which your ladyship will recall 
as there projecting into the ocean. The 
vastness of the watery waste, as com- 
pared with my standing plain, called to 
mind the briefness of human life and the 
immensity of its consequences, and my 
surroundings inspired me to write the 
inclosed hymn, 


“Lo on a narrow neck of land, 
"Twixt two unbounded seas, I stand,” 


which I trust may please your ladyship, 
weak and feeble as it is, when compared 
with the songs of the sweet psa'mist of 
Isvael.’’

his influence the trustees who thhad suc- 
ceeded to the management of the colony 
relaxed in 1751 the anti-slavery restric- 
tions. Thereafter Georgia fell into line 
with the other southern coloneis and be- 
came essentially a Smve state. The hard 
and fast restrictions which its later leg- 
islation imposed upon emancipation led 
to the result that, in the great split of 
1845, when the Methodist church divided 
in two upon the question of siavery, 
Georgia supplied the test case. 

“Josep Pilmor, the Yorksire lay preacher 
whom Wesley sent out to colonies, in 
1769, along with Richard Boardman, w:@ 
the next Methodist to visit Georgia. He 
paid a, visit to the southern colonies in the 
winter of 1772-8, and planted societies at’ 
Norfalk and Portmouth, in Virginia, 
which rank as the earliest in the Old 
Dominion. Whitefield, before he made his 
last journey north, which was to end fa- 
tally at Newburyport, had met Philmoor 
and Boardman in Philadephia, and given 
them his blessings on their work. ‘This 
would serve as an additional inducement 
to: Pilmor to visit Savannah, then a 
city of 3,000 inhabitants. He found there 
an ‘Episcopal ehurch, a Lutheran, and a 
Congregational. The first of these would 
recall to him the labors of Wesley, who 
had served as its minister thirty-six 
years~ before. Pilmor preached sev- 
eral times in Savannah, where he spent 
ten days; 
no society. - He also Visited Purrysburg, 
a Swiss séttlement in the neigborhood, 
one of the very first to be made in Geor- 
gia, and antedating Savannah. The visit 
he paid to the Orphan house, twelve 
miles from the city, gave him no very 
agreeable impression of its surroundings.

Scuthern Methodist Episcopal church five 
native bishops—Andrews, Pierce, Key, 
Heywood ard Candler—and two who were 
for a time citizens of the state, but who 
vere born in other states, Fitzgerald and 
Morrison. No other state can lay claim 
to sco many. Virginia comes next, having 
furnished four bishops—Early, Doggeit, 

Granberry and Duncan. 

At the close of the conference year in 
1865 there were in the state 41,39 white 
members. At the close of the year 1898 
there were in the two Georgia confer- 
ences 158,831 members. Thus there was. 
an increase in thirty-four years of 117,521 
members, or an average gain of .-a lititle 
cver 3,456 a year. It wculd be interesting 
to compare this rate of increase with that 
of other denominations working in the 
Same territory, if the statistics were ac- 
cessible. In the census of 1870 and 18380 
the number of communicants ~-belonging 
to the difterent denominations is not 
given. From the United States census of 
18% We get the following statistics of 
s0me vf the leading denominations in the 
State and in Fulton county. 


The Protestant Episcopal church in 1890 
had in Georgia 6,515 members, and in 
Fulton county, in wh.ch the city of At- 
lanta is located, 863 members. The regular 
Baptist church in 1890 had 137;860 white 
members, and in Fulton county 4,112 mem- 
bers. The Southern Presbyterian church 
in 1890 had in Georgia 12,096 members, and 
in Fulton courty 1,954 members. ‘The 
Southern Methodist Episcopal church in 
1880 had in Fulton ccunty 7,394 members. 
According to-the minutes of the North 
Georgia conference of 1898, counting the 
churches located in Fulton county, there 
were 9,411 members. In nine years the 
church in Fulton county gained 2,17 
members, or an average of a little more 
than 224 a year. 

The Methodist Protestant church was 
Organized in 1830 and according to the 
census of 1890 had in Georgia 4,390 mem- 
bers. The Congregational] Methodist 
church in 1890 had 1,655 members The 
New Congregational Methodist church 
organized in Ware county, Georgia, in 
1851; had in the year 1890, 36 members. 
The Methodist Episcopal church, at work 
in Georgia mainly since the war, accord- | 
ing to the census of 1890, had 25,400 mem- 
bers, these made up of white and colored 
people. The African Methodist Episco- 
pal is the largest colored church in the 
state. ‘Tinis body was formaily organized 
in Philadelphia in 1816. According to the 
census of 1590 it had 73,248 members in 
Georgia. Revs. Henry M. Turner and 
W. J. Gaines are bishops in this church, 
residing in Georgia, and they both come 
from the southern Methodist Episcopal 
church. Bishop W. J. Gaines ‘was born 
a slave in Wiikes county, Georgia, Oc- 
tober 4, 1840, and received his instruction 
from a Protestant Episcopal clergyman 
in Athens, Ga. He became qa minister 
of the Methodist: Episcopal church south 
in 1860, and united with the African 
Methodist Episcopal church in 1865. He 
built Bethel church in Atlanta, the larg- 
est colored church in the soutin. He also 
founded Morris Brown college in Atlanta. 
Bishop H. M. Turner was born near 
Newberry Court House, S. C., in 1834. 
In 1804 he ‘was licensed to preach by Rev.

Four years after this he resolved 
to gO as a missionary to Africa and join- 
ex the African Methodist E,\piscopak 
church, He was elected bishop in 18x90, 
The African Methodist Episcopal Zion 
was formally organized in 1821, and in 
1890 had 12,705 members in Georgia. The 
colored Methodist Episcopal chureh was 
organized in 1870, and in 1890 had 22,840 
members in the state. Rev. L. H. Hol- 
sey, Of Augusta, is bishop in this church. 
There are at this time, as nearly as I can 
gather from the sourees of information 
open to me, about 325,000 Methodists, 
white and colored, in the state. I have 
not had opportunity to verify the state- 
ment, but | believe I am perfectly safe 
in saying that this is larger in proportion 
to population than is to be found in any: 
other state in the union, and a larger per- 
centage of Methodists in proportion to 
population than is to be found in any 
other region of country of the same size 
in the world. Allowing three persons 
for each member, there is in Georgia a 
Methodist constituency of 975,000 people. 
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iHiow are we to account for this vast 
Methodist population in a single state? 

1. It is due to the ability and command- 
ing influence of the Methodist preachers 
of Georgia. From the beginning the 
Methodist pulpits have been filled by men 
of character, power and consecration. 
Our \Methodist fathers in Georgia were 
giants. Among them were such men as 
Josiah Lewis, Weyman H. Potter, Haber- 
sham J. Adams, John W. Yarbrough, 
James ©. A. Clarke, William G. Parks, 
fustace W. Speer, L. L. Ledbetter, Lew-

This institution of Jearning,’ not 
to speak of the others, has enriched the 
church, and constantly increased and ex- 
tended its influence.

But radical 
changes have occurred since then. At 
the beginning of the present year it ap- 
pears that American authors have mo- 
novolized the attention of our home 
readers, leaving behind them such fa- 
vorite British authors as Rudyard Kip- 
Mng.. Anthony ‘Hope, S. R. Crockett, J. 
M. Barrie, Ian Maclaren, Theodore Watts- 
Dunton and others. Out of six books 
which are now the favorites of American 


readers, six of them are the products of | 


American authorship. They are ‘David 
Harum,” by Edward Noyes Westcott; 
“Richard Carvel,”’ by Winston Churchill; 
‘When Knighthood Was in Flower,’ by 
Charles Major; “Janice Meredith,” 
Paul Leicester Ford: ‘‘Mr. Dooley: In 
Peace and in War,’ by Peter Finley 
Dunne, and “Via Crucis,” by Marion 
Crawford. During the early part of the 
year the demand for Kipling’s works was 
quite marked, but toward the close of 
the year there were few of this author's 
books sold on this side of the water. 
Anthony Hope was quite popular during 
the vear. but there.was not enough de- 
mand for his books to bring them into 
sharp competition with those of American 
authors. Such is likewise true of the 
output of other popular British authors 
during the year. If this rate of growth 
continues our British cousins cannot long 
afford to look with contempt upon Amer- 
ican authorship without doing themselves 
great injustice. Even now there are 
many distinct signs of the fact that 
British prejudice is beginning to melt 
underneath the genial influence which 
American authorship is shedding abroad, 
and foreign dispatches show that some 
of our popular American books are sell- 
ing as rapidly in Great Britain as they 
are here at home. Another pecullarity 
which we cannot fail to observe in the 
year’s output of books is the marked ex- 
cellencé which they present in* compari- 
son with those of the year preceding. 
Of course, Many trashy tooks have been 
written during the year; but considering 
the entire lot we are moved to say de- 
liberately that we have never seen the. 
year’s record surpassed in the large num- 
ber of truly meritorious books which 
have come from the press. This obser- 
vation applies with special emphasis to 
the year’s output of fiction which has 
dealt mainly with historical incidents:

“The address of Professor Gordon Mc- 
'Cabe, of Richmond, Va., delivered last 
Friday evening at the New England din- 
ner in New York, caused the greatest en- 
thusiasm of the evening. It was an elo- 
quent tribute to the south and to the 
possession by the people of that section 
of the country of the same spirit of un- 
| bending conviction that characterized the 
New. England pilgrims. Professor Mc- 
Cabe declared that when the civil war 
was over the south accepted the ‘stern ar- 
bitrament of the sword, the. pitiless logic 
of the heavier battalions, as settling at 
once and forever the practical interpreta- 
tion of the constitution,’ but refused 
to declare that it had consciously done 
wrong in opposing the north. It hed its 
own ideals, its own notion of the signifi- 
cance of the union between the states. 
It suported these on the battlefield and 
gave most liberally, of its blood and mon- 
ey to enforce its position.

“FROM KINGDOM TO COLONY." 

Devereaux. Illustcated.

We are surprised at the number of books 
Which have lately come from the press, deal- 
ing with the romance of the American revo- 
lution, but we are no less amazed at the 
high standard of merit which such books pre- 
sent.
